As the popular vote mounted to dizzy heights, heading for 40,000,. 
000 or more, the returns from congressional races indicated the Dema- 
crats would hold the next senate by a majority of a score at least, 
while clinching their mastery of the house of representatives with a 
possible two-thirds of the 435 membership. 

Of the 35 gevernorships at stake, Republicans had won but two 
definitely, and appeared likely to win no more than another four, Of 
states not electing governors this year, only four have Republican chief 
executives. 

Roosevelt and his running mate, John N. Garner, early today had 
piled up more than 13,000,000 votes out of only slightly more than half 
the election districts of the country 

In the hands of the Republican party headed by the defeated Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover it left a seant bandfal of New England eastern 
states, and upon Koosevelt, presently New Vork's governor, capping 22 
years in public service with the richest political prize the Republte 
offers, it conferred an electoral that promised to surpass the
